NRCB grants stay 
for AAA Cattle 
Company 


Company allowed 
to operate over 
permit until 
appeal

The Natural Resource Con¬ 
servation Board will allow 
AAA Cattle Company to oper¬ 
ate over what its development 
permit allows until a decision 
is made regarding its appeal 
of a denied application that 
would see the business grow 
to over 18,000 head. 

AAA Cattle Company made 
an Application for Stay for 
Enforcement Order 02-01 af¬ 
ter their application was de¬ 
nied by the NRCB. 

The company had been di¬ 
rected to reduce their num¬ 
bers to 2,500 head which 
would he in compliance with 
their Mountain View County 
permit, but hadn’t done so at 
the time of the hearing. 

Although the previous ex¬ 
tension ran out Oct 31, 2002, 
the NRCB Board decided to 
hold off on any enforcement 
action until the outcome of 
the Nov. 27 hearing. 

"The Panel is prepared to 
vary EO 02-01 and will grant 
an extension tied to the Pan¬ 
el's consideration of the forth¬ 
coming hearing No.RA 02001 
(AAA Cattle Company's ap¬ 
peal of the denial of their ap¬ 
plication for a combined 2,000 
head beef finisher and 16,200 
head beef feeder facility), 
scheduled to commence on 5 
February 2003.” stated the 
decision released last Friday. 

"Should AAA Cattle be un¬ 
successful in convincing the 
Board to overturn the Ap¬ 
proval Officer's decision to 
deny an Approval to expand 
its feedlot operation, AAA 
Cattle will have 30 days from 
the date of the Panel's decision 
to reduce its numbers to 2,500 
head. The Panel expects AAA 


Cattle to maintain the 
number of cattle at or below 

4.500 head until such time as 
the Board issues its decision." 

The decision goes on to 
state that if an NRCB inspec¬ 
tion determines the feedlot 
has more than 4,500 head in 
the meantime, AAA Cattle 
Company will be forced to re¬ 
duce its numbers to 2,500 
within 30 days immediately. If 
they fail to do that the Panel 
will direct AAA Cattle to fully 
depopulate. 

The Panel recognized the 
fact that AAA Cattle Company 
has not been in compliance 
with its permit. 

"The Panel notes that AAA 
Cattle has not made a signifi¬ 
cant effort to reduce its num¬ 
bers as per Condition 1 of EO 
02-01. This is unfortunate 
since the Panel believes that 
Mr. McKinley (NRCB inspec¬ 
tor who ordered the reduc¬ 
tion) took a fair and reason¬ 
able approach in allowing the 
company to re-establish com¬ 
pliance with its development 
permit." 

At the hearing AAA Cattle 
Company owners Simon 
Cobban and Gerald Morrasch 
said they didn't try to meet the 

2.500 numbers because it 
would put them out of busi¬ 
ness and they expected ap¬ 
proval for the larger feedlot 
from the NRCB which would 
have brought them into com¬ 
pliance. 

The Panel accepted that ar¬ 
gument. 

"The Panel is satisfied that 
the owners of AAA Cattle had, 
in their minds, a reasonable 
expectation that its applica¬ 
tion to the NRCB for Ap¬ 
proval of an expansion of its 
facility would be granted. 
Given this, the Panel also be¬ 
lieves that it was logical for 
the company to expect that, 
by obtaining the Approval, it 
would have addressed the is¬ 
sue raised in EO 02-01 regard¬ 
ing whether the operation was 
not in compliance with its 
development permit.”

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Meeting expected to answer 
questions about train station 


CPR willing to 
make donation to 
community

Didsbury Town Council will 
further investigate how the 
train station will be used in the 
future before committing to tak¬ 
ing ownership of the historical 
site. 

Council passed a motion to 
set up a meeting with 
stakeholders of the building to 
find out how the building op¬ 
erations would take place in the 
future. 

The train station issue was 
before Council again last week 
after receiving correspondence 
from Eldon Foote who has been 
working with CP Rail on the 
issue. 

Foote said in a letter dated 
Nov. 16 that he received a let¬ 
ter from the Vice President of 
Real Estate for the CPR John 
Walsh showing the CPR's 
prepardness to donate the land 
the building sits on to the com¬ 
munity. 

"With the uncertainties re¬ 
moved, i.e. a lease due to ex¬ 


pire in 2007, no right to sub¬ 
let, and a transfer of title as¬ 
sured 1 would hope any impedi¬ 
ments to the Town taking title 
to the property should now be 
resolved and the town will be 
prepared to acquire this valu¬ 
able asset at no cost and to as¬ 
sume responsibility of owner¬ 
ship and recognition of rights 
of the Scouts and Guides to the 
use of the building as their per¬ 
manent home," wrote Foote in 
his letter to Council. 

A permanent solution has 
been sought by the Town on the 
issue of the train station. In 
1987 significant upgrades were 
made to the train station and 
the CPR signed a contract re¬ 
garding the sale of the land to 
the Town for fair market value. 
The Town of Didsbury never 
signed the document. With the 
lease of the land set to run out 
in 2007 a permanent solution 
has been sought. 

At a Council meeting at the 
beginning of October, Council 
voted in principal to purchase 
Eldon Foote Hall subject to cer¬ 
tain conditions being met. 

The conditions included that 
the no-sublet clause issue on the 
land be resolved to clarify that 
market rent leases are allow¬ 
able in the entire building area, 


that the land be assured on a 
long-term basis, that a group be 
chosen as being responsible for 
the continuing maintenance 
and fiscal management and mar¬ 
keting of the building and that 
the Train Station Society or the 
Lions be responsible for any 
shortfall in operating expenses. 

Council is looking for a legal 
agreement and would like to see 
monthly reports on the build¬ 
ing until long-term stability is 
established. 

"The conditions are moving 
along but we are still (a long 
ways) from meeting them," said 
Mayor Dorothy Moore at the 
Council meeting last week. 

Councillor Clem Kuelker said 
he thought the conditions 
would all be feasible but that 
more information was still 
needed regarding what would 
happen if there was a shortfall 
in operating the building. 

Council has expressed con¬ 
cern about whether the build¬ 
ing would be used enough to 
take care of itself without be¬ 
coming a financial liability to 
the Didsbury taxpayers. 

The meeting was established 
so that Council could give Foote 
a quick answer about Council's 
position on the issue as he con¬ 
tinues to deal with CPR. 


Didsbury man pleads guilty to 
assaulting eight-year-old girl 


A 23-year-old Didsbury man 
who repeatedly sexually as¬ 
saulted an eight-year-old girl 
under his care over a nine 
month period starting in July 
2001 will be sentenced next 
month. 

Adam Fernando Bercier 
pleaded guilty to a charge of 
sexual assault before Judge 
Terry Semenuk in Didsbury pro¬ 
vincial court on Monday after¬ 
noon. 

The accused assaulted the 
victim on six or seven occasions 
between July 1, 2001 and 
March 31, 2002 while alone 


with the child, Crown prosecu¬ 
tor Danny Elliott told Judge 
Semenuk. 

The assaults involved the 
accused forcing the victim to 
perform oral sex on him, court 
heard. A publication ban pro¬ 
tects the victim's identity. 

The judge ordered a 
presentence report and a foren¬ 
sic risk assessment conducted 
on the accused at Calgary's Pe¬ 
ter Lougheed Hospital. 


The Crown will seek peniten¬ 
tiary time for the accused when 
he is back in court on January 
15 for sentencing, prosecutor 
Elliott said after court. 

Sexual assault carries a 
maximum penalty of 10 years 
in prison. 

Bercier still faces two other 
charges of sexual interference 
and inviting sexual touching 
relating to the same victim, 
court heard.

Adult crossing guard 
program expected 
in new year

An adult crossing guard 
program will be set up by 
community members follow¬ 
ing a meeting that took place 
last week to address "unsafe 
conditions" since the student 
crossing guard was disbanded 
earlier this year. 

Thirteen community mem¬ 
bers, including local princi¬ 
pals attended the meeting and 
agreed on short term and long 
term solutions to the problem 
- including having streets pa¬ 
trolled by adult volunteers. 

Dan Peters, who organized 
the meeting, said the group is 
hoping to have a program im¬ 
plemented for students re¬ 
turning to school after the 
Christmas holidays. 

"The goal is to have this up 
and running as quickly as 
possible." said Peters. "We 
want to have this set up by 
the community, as it is a com¬ 
munity concern." 

Peters said the Town of 
Didsbury will be approached 
about helping out with equip¬ 
ment for the project and the 
schools about storing it. 

How big the program ends 
up being will be determined by 
the number of volunteers that 
come forward to help. Peters 
said there are four intersec¬ 
tions near the school that 
should be patrolled but that 
the group would be willing to 
start by patrolling one street 
if initial volunteer numbers 
are low. Peters said the group 
is expecting to be running 
two patrols a day. 

While the group expected 
the adult patroller would im¬ 
prove safety immensely, long 
term solutions will continue 
to be sought. 


Peters said the group 
talked about addressing is¬ 
sues having to do with park¬ 
ing on the street, signage and 
traffic flow. 

A fence was discussed to 
encourage students to use the 
crosswalks as well as a lit- 
crosswalk light. 

Peters also said he was im¬ 
pressed by the people that 
showed up for the meeting. 

"It was a very positive meet¬ 
ing and there was good rep¬ 
resentation from concerned 
parties. We, as a community, 
need to be the ones doing 
this." 

Westglen's school patrol 
was disbanded earlier this 
year after the Alberta Motor 
Association changed the rules 
about how patrollers were to 
control the intersections. 

Instead of walking into the 
middle of the street to stop 
traffic, patrollers were sup¬ 
pose to stand on the sidewalk 
holding their signs out as stu¬ 
dents crossed in the intersec¬ 
tion. 

Westglen adhered to the 
regulation changes, but expe¬ 
rienced a dangerous incident 
every day for the first week 
of the new system. 

Principal Phil Corning 
then made the decision to dis¬ 
band the system, because he 
thought it was putting stu¬ 
dents at risk. 

The Town of Didsbury and 
Chinook's Edge school divi¬ 
sion have also expressed con¬ 
cern about the crossing guard 
issue. 

Peters said there is now a 
search for a volunteer that 
would coordinate the pro¬ 
gram. Interested volunteers 
can contact Peters at 335- 
3377.

Murray Marsh. Chair of the 
Committee for Lone Pine - a 
group that was set up by local 
residents to fight the feedlot’s 
expansion, said he was disap¬ 
pointed with the result. He 
said he thought NRCB Chair¬ 
man's questions about the need 
for businesses to be in compli¬ 
ance to create a level playing 
field suggested that the Board 
was going to send a message to 
others that did not comply with 
permits. 

"I don't think they sent that 
message at all," said Marsh. "I 
thought that if they granted a 
stay it would be short term. 
And there was no mention of a 
fine." 

Marsh said before the meet¬ 
ing the community had little 
confidence in the NRCB proc¬ 
ess. 

There was a renewed hope 
after the Nov. 27 hearing, but 
Marsh said that's all gone now. 

The Committee for Lone 


Pine has spent $25,000 fight¬ 
ing the feedlot expansion - 
mostly in legal costs. Marsh 
said last week he didn't know 
if there would be enough funds 
to continue the fight. 

Meanwhile AAA Cattle Com¬ 
pany owner Simon Cobban was 
very pleased with the outcome 
of the decision. He thought the 
board considered all of the as¬ 
pects of the case in making 
their decision. 

"Obviously we are very 
pleased with the result," he 
said. 

He said he didn't know 
which way the decision would 
go after the hearing and was 
wondering what aspects would 
weigh the heaviest on the pan¬ 
el's mind. 

Cobban said the feedlot will 
have little trouble in keeping its 
numbers under 4,500 head and 
added the company is not will¬ 
ing to go over at this stage of 
the process.

Careless Calgary driver fined 


A 58-year-old Calgary man 
stopped north of Sundre after 
a citizen called police to report 
an erratic driver, has been 
fined. 

Kjell Roger Gjertson pleaded 
guilty on Dec. 2 to a charge of 
careless driving. The Crown 
withdrew a charge of impaired 
operation. 

The accused was pulled over 
on Hwy 22 on August 29. The 
arresting officer noticed the 
man driving erratically before 
stopping him, court heard. 

The officer found about three 
grams of marijuana in the 
man's vehicle, leading to a 
charge of possession of a con¬ 
trolled substance. 

During the December 2 
court hearing, the accused ar¬ 
gued that he was not smoking 
the marijuana while he was 
driving and that the drug was 
for personal use only. 

The man said he smokes 
marijuana, in part, to help him 
deal with a medical condition 
called attention deficit disorder. 

Citing the accused's previous 
clean record and the medical 


condition, Judge Semenuk gave 
the accused an absolute dis¬ 
charge on the drug charge. 

The judge fined the accused 
$1,000 on the careless driving 
charge. 

Accused had marijuana 

A 30-year-old man stopped 
by police for speeding near 
Cremona in October has been 
convicted of drug possession. 

Sandy Earl Clayton pleaded 
guilty to a charge of possession 
of a controlled substance. 

The accused was stopped for 
speeding on Hwy 22 near 
Cremona on Oct. 1. When the 
arresting officer noticed a 
strong smell of marijuana in 
the vehicle he searched it and 
found 19 grams of the drug, 
court heard. 

The accused has a previous 
marijuana possession convic¬ 
tion in 1992. 

Judge Semenuk fined Clay¬ 
ton $300. 

Man kicked out police car 
window 

A 19-year-old man who 
kicked the window out of an 
RCMP vehicle during a 


drunken incident in Bowden 
last summer has been ordered 
to pay restitution. 

John Robert Laduke pleaded 
guilty to charges of mischief 
and possession of a controlled 
substance. The Crown with¬ 
drew charges of breech of pro¬ 
bation and possession of stolen 
property. 

The accused was arrested at 
the Bowden Rodeo on July 28 
after being asked to leave the 
beer garden for being intoxi¬ 
cated. 

When he returned police 
were called and the accused 
was placed in a police cruiser. 

Moments later the accused 
became irate and kicked out the 
window, causing $208.92 dam¬ 
age. 

The drug charge related to 
a May 15 search of the ac¬ 
cused's home in Bowden when 
two grams of marijuana were 
found. 

Judge Semenuk handed the 
accused a 12 month suspended 
sentence and ordered him to 
pay restitution to the RCMP for 
the broken window.

Gun registry shot down by 
Canada !v auditor general 


Myron Thompson, Member of Parliament 
for Wild Rose was disgusted this week follow¬ 
ing the release of the Auditor General's re¬ 
port in which she uncovered not only the true 
cost of the federal gun registry but worse that 
the information was deliberately kept from 
Parliament. 

The original guestimate' for the registry 
when it was first introduced by the Liberals 
in 1995 was $2 million. The Auditor General 
Sheila Fraser revealed this week that the ac¬ 
tual cost is well over $1 billion, 500 times 
what was originally projected. 

"This entire government, beginning with 
the Prime Minister and every Minister in Cabi¬ 
net deliberately concealed the cost of this reg¬ 
istry and they have no intention of stopping. 
This is yet another example in a long list of 
this government's inexcusable failure to ac¬ 
count for the way it spends taxpayers' money. 
First we had $1 billion thrown away on the 
Transitional Jobs Fund and then the HRDC 
scandal. When will these billion dollar 
boondoggles come to an end? How on earth 


can the Canadian public be assured that both 
Kyoto and the Romanow report on medicare 
won't continue this list of abuse," questioned 
Thompson. 

"The Prime Minister actually had the nerve 
to blame interference from the provinces and 
various gun lobbyists for the skyrocketing 
costs of the gun registry. In typical Liberal 
fashion he refused to acknowledge calls for 
the resignations of former Justice Minister’s 
Allan Rock and Ann McLellan for the han¬ 
dling of this issue, as well as the Finance 
Minister Paul Martin who supervised the 
spending of this program," said Thompson. 

'The only intelligent option left for this gov¬ 
ernment is what both the Reform Party and 
the Canadian Alliance have been calling for 
since 1995, scrap the gun registry program 
once and for all. When 9091 of licenses and 
registration applications contain errors and 
when the RCMP have serious concerns with 
the reliability of the information in its fire¬ 
arms database, you have to know when its 
game over," concluded Thompson. 
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Gun control bill should be 


repealed in its entirety 


Dear Editor, 

Bill C-68 for Gun Control 
has reached $1 billion dollars 
(original cost was estimated 
to be $2 million and then they 
raised it to $85 million) Allan 
Rock originally stated that if 
it reached $100 million he 
would cancel the whole thing! 

Did you know the firearms 
act states as of January 1st, 
2003 that all rifles and shot¬ 
guns must be registered, you 
must be "the holder of a reg¬ 
istration certificate" not that 
you simply have applied!! 
Firearm owners are being ad¬ 
vised to send in their applica¬ 
tions early enough that it can 
be argued that the Canadian 
Firearms Centre had suffi¬ 
cient time to process and re¬ 
turn the registration certifi¬ 
cate. Guess what, as of No¬ 
vember 29. 2002 the Minister 
of Justice Martin Cauchon 
has changed the Law again. 
As long as individuals and 
businesses have applied by 
Dec.31- 2002, they will not be 
penalized for not having the 
registration certificate in 
hand. 

"Minister Cauchon has an¬ 
nounced a six month grace pe¬ 
riod for firearm owners who 
submit their registration ap¬ 
plication but do not have their 
certificates in hand by Janu¬ 
ary 1, 2003. This is part of the 
governments commitment to 
ensure that law abiding citi¬ 
zens are not penalized" (which 
he means breaking the crimi¬ 
nal code ie: fined or put in 
jail). Remember all firearms 
were to be registered by Dec. 
31, 2001 (Last year). The fact 
was that so few complied to 
register their firearms, the 
gov't changed their minds 
again and made a grace period 
to Dec. 31- 2002. Aren’t they 


breaking their own laws as 
they keep changing them? 

The government is now 
saying that there are 2.3 mil¬ 
lion firearm owners. The 
gov’ts original "comprehen¬ 
sive study" showed that there 
was 3.3 million gun owners. 
Isn't it nice that they can just 
drop 1 million gun owners so 
to make it look better on pa¬ 
per. So far 709? or 1.6 million 
firearm owners (out of the 
2.3 million estimate) have 
acted to comply with registra¬ 
tion. That leaves 700,000 gun 
owners who haven't regis¬ 
tered yet, or is it 1.7 million 
left by the first studies esti¬ 
mates !!! 

On July 23, 2002 the gov¬ 
ernment estimated that there 
are 11 million guns in 
Canada. Just over 4 million 
have been registered since 
they started this process. It 
makes you wonder, how can 
the system handle the re¬ 
maining 7 million guns in 
less than 3 weeks? 

Then on Dec. 4 the liber¬ 
als ran out of money to con¬ 
tinue their firearms registra¬ 
tion program. They are now 
needing another $72 million 
to keep the program going. 
Will there be an end to their 
requests for more money? 
Then the next day, on Dec. 5 
the Justice Dept, withdrew 
their request. What a joke! 

"The goal of the firearms 
program is to enhance public 
safety by keeping firearms 
from those who should not 
have them". Has the criminal 
registered his firearms? Will 
he ever register his firearm? 
Do we feel safer now? 

In Maclean's April 25, 
1994 page 12 Allan Rock said 
"I came to Ottawa with the 
firm belief that the only peo¬ 


ple in this country who should 
have guns are police officers 
and soldiers". So completely 
disarming the country is 
Rocks true long range plan! 
When you look at our military 
it makes you wonder if 
they’re not trying to disarm 
them too. Lets just say to the 
world "come on over, we are 
yours for the taking!!" 

When they first started the 
gun control there was a 
$10.00 fee, then it went to 
$18. However no one would 
register, so to make it more 
appealing they waived the fees 
to draw in more registers. Of 
course we knew that it would 
cost us later, with an ever in¬ 
creasing fee, once they have 
the guns registered in their 
system. No surprise, starting 
Jan 1, 2003 there will be a 
transfer and registration fee 
of $25.00 per firearm. 

Like the gun control bill, 
will the Koyoto Protocal end 
up costing 12.5 times the 
original estimates? Will they 
push it through like they did 
the gun control law? Who will 
pay the bill for this one? 

The public of Canada are 
being encouraged to sign a pe¬ 
tition on line.

NEW SWIMMING POOL 


Olds Aquatic Centre limited after safety concerns 


by Carla Victor 


Potential problems with the 
waterslide and the diving board 
at the Olds Aquatic Centre has 
forced the closure of the two 
pool facilities and a problem 
with patrons slipping as they 
enter the pool will result in the 
draining of the main tank at the 
end of January. 

The Olds Aquatic Centre re¬ 
mains open for business with 
no schedule changes despite 
the closure of the wat erslide and 
the diving board. 

In the case of the waterslide 
there has been one documented 
injury where the rider hurt his 
shoulder. 

The diving board was closed 
when a person dove and hit his 
head on the bottom of the pool. 

The cause for the temporary- 
week-long facility shut down, 
expected to occur in January, 
is to increase the grit on the 
beach area as between three 
and four people, per day, are 
slipping as they enter the pool. 

Dale Withage, Town of Olds 
CAO, said there has been other 
cases of patrons receiving small 
cuts and abrasions from the 
slide and third party reports of 
other injuries as a result of the 
slide but none were reported to 
staff. 

“The diving board incident 
was reported to us and we sent 
him to the hospital as a precau¬ 
tionary measure. My under¬ 
standing is that the person is 
okay, thankfully. The injury 
recorded on the slide is that the 
person hurt their shoulder. We 
have heard, through third par¬ 
ties, there have been more in¬ 
juries, but none were reported 
to staff. 

“Falls in the beach area have 
not resulted in injuries.” 

In all cases, the closures are 
to ensure the safety of people 
using the pool. 

"When the manufacturers of 
the slide were given this infor¬ 
mation, they said "let’s shut it 
down until we get a chance to 
get out there and check it out,” 
said Withage. Linus Murphy, 


engineer with Cohos Evemy 
Partners and designer of the 
pool, said first indications from 
an ongoing investigation is it 
appears as though the diving 
board may have been installed 
incorrectly at the time of the 
incident. 

He said in every case, the 
pool itself, the diving board and 
the basin of the pool (the deep 
part of the pool) meets all of the 
standards or exceeds them in 
every case. 

“I haven’t heard how the 
person did it (how they were 
using the board at the time of 
the incident) - if they were re¬ 
ally rifling on it - but the in¬ 
stallation of the diving board 
was absolutely complete. There 
were parts of the board that 
need to be in place so the board 
doesn’t bounce as much as it 
can. It may have been installed 
wrong or incomplete at the time 
it was being used,” said 
Murphy. 

He said all of these incidents 
have never occurred in any 
other pool he designed and they 
are surprising. 

“It is quite surprising, it is 
one of these things, that you 
do every thing to code then 
something goes astray. It is al¬ 
most like you are putting in a 
street, you can’t design it for 
every condition but you design 
it for every condition that 
seems reasonable. We were 
quite surprised when we heard 
about it,” said Murphy. 

Currently the diving board 
is going to be replaced with 
something much stiffer. It 
should be complete in a couple 
of weeks. 

Engineers have gone back to 
the drawing board with the de¬ 
sign of the slide to see what can 
be done to slow it down and still 
keep it a fast ride. 

“At first there wasn’t any 
concern and then we heard 
some people were saying they 
were uncomfortable with the 
ride and it was too aggressive 
in places. 

“This company has literally

slides that are similar so to 
have someone complaining and 
to say it is too aggressive they 
take it seriously and make 
changes,” said Murphy. 

He said the slippery beach 
area is one of the trial and er¬ 
ror things to be expected in any 
new building. 

Murphy used standard ma¬ 
terial, a higher grade material, 
used in this industry. The ques¬ 
tion with the pool’s beach area 
is the amount of grit 
used. 

“The health inspector is al¬ 
ways wanting to err on the side 
of not having anyone being able 
to cut themselves on the mate¬ 
rial. When it was first being 
installed the health inspector 
wanted to not have any type of 
grit installed because he was 
worried that someone would 
walk on it and cut themselves 
and have blood in the water. We 
put some grit into it so the 
amount of non-slip surface is 
consistent with the amount of 
non-slip surface that any zero 
entry pool would have. Right 
now we just need to find the 
right balance to keep the pa¬ 
trons comfortable going down 
and the non-grit the health in¬ 
spector will be happy with. 

“It is a hit and miss kind of 
thing, and we need to drop the 
level of the pool to apply it.” 

The Town is just erring on 
the side of safety in all these 
instances. 

"As embarrassing as it is to 
have something like this close, 
you want to err on the side of 
safety,” said Murphy. 

Having the pool open so soon 
after its completion could be a 
small factor. 

“Hindsight is always won¬ 
derful,” said Murphy. “You can 


look back at anything and say 
it would have been better to 
wait. Looking at the bad press 
or the possibility of bad press 
vs safety it would have been 
better, I think, to have been 
able to wait: however, at the 
time, everything was done that 
seemed to be reasonable. Every 
code was checked and every¬ 
thing was done.” 


Murphy said these repairs 
will not cost the town anything 
and manufacturers will be cov¬ 
ering resulting expenses. 

Sandy McCurdy, aquatic co¬ 
ordinator, said people are still 
using the pool and the facilities 
that are open are working well, 
but people are definitely disap¬ 
pointed the waterslide is 
closed.”

Sour gas 
safety update 

Sour gas and public: safety is something 

Albertans take very seriously. In response to 
public concerns about sour gas development, 
an independent committee formed by the 
Alberta Energy and Utilities Board (FUB) 
made 87 recommendations to improve the 
understanding, handling and regulation ot sour 
gas. The FUB, with help from its many 
stakeholders, including industry, have made 
real progress on more than halt ot the 
recommendations, and 14 are already complete. 

The recommendations reflect the thinking 
and concerns ot residents in every parr ot 
the province. 

In Pincher Creek, committee members heard 
the FUB must apply its regulations consistently. 
Grande Prairie and Leduc residents stressed that 
sour gas pipelines must be sate. First Nations and 
Metis communities everywhere called for better 
emergency response planning and consultation 
that respects their cultural uniqueness and 
traditional lands. 

Paul Jackson, who lives near Calgary, served on 
the committee from the beginning. He and his 
young family lived close to a proposed sour gas 
well and he had concerns for their future health 
and safety. 

“At first 1 was skeptical that such a large, 
diverse committee could function effectively, 
and initially the process was not smooth. 
However, once the participants settled down, 
their differences fell away. It was amazing how 
well they worked toward constructive solutions.” 

Jackson says, “Everyone realized this was a golden 
opportunity to create positive change that would 
be to everyone’s benefit. And that’s what pretty 
much happened. TJie implementation of our 
recommendations strengthened the regulations 
in the interests ot public health and safety- 
while meeting the need for industrial growth."

Stampede bronzing 


competition 
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Piece w ill be used 
as Stampede 
trophy

The destination of Sandy 
Farr's latest bronze has not 
been determined yet, but what 
is known is that pomp and cir¬ 
cumstance will accompany 
the presentation. 

Farr, a local artist, will 
have her bronze of a woman 
and her horse presented to the 
next five barrel racing cham¬ 
pions at the Calgary Stam¬ 
pede. 

And while the bronze will 
recognize a huge honour, it is 
Farr who is overwhelmed by 
the destination of her work. 

"It was unbelievable," said 
Farr about winning her cat¬ 
egory of the Calgary Stam¬ 
pede Bronze Competition. "I 
just couldn't believe it. There 
were people bringing their 
bronzes up from the United 
States, who own their own 
foundrys.” 

The sculpture, which is 
made completely of clay right 
now, was only the fourth 
bronze created by Farr so far. 

Farr said the recognition 
will be a huge break for her 
as she is just getting started 
with her bronzes. The bronz¬ 
ing price tag from a foundry 
is quite expensive and the 
Stampede bronze will help 
become more recognized. 

"It is a huge break. I can't 
market myself, because to go 
out and get 15 bronzes done 
is impossible. That's why this 
is so neat," said Farr. 

The clay sculpture she en¬ 
tered in the Stampede compe¬ 
tition was a work that took 
months to complete. She mod¬ 
elled the horse in the sculp¬ 
ture after one of Dallas and 


Fay Haeberle’s animals and 
brought a saddle into her 
work space to create a likeness 
for her piece. 

The details of the piece are 
incredible and include every¬ 
thing from fingernails on the 
cowgirl, a Wrangler patch on 
the back right pocket of her 
jeans and nails in the hooves 
of the horse for the horse¬ 
shoes. 

When completed, the clay 
piece will go to the foundry 
where it will be bronzed. Af¬ 
ter Farr sends the piece in she 
will likely wait six months 
before it comes back.

At The 
Kitchen 
Table

I was in the Co-Op in Carstairs last week when about ten 
teen-age girls came in, formed a group, and began to sing a 
Christmas Carol. It was delightful and such a lovely change 
from the ordinary that I felt better all afternoon. I didn’t ask 
if this was a specific organization or if they were doing it for 
a class project, they looked like kids on the way home from 
school and I hope that’s what they were. It would be nice if 
they were just spreading Christmas Spirit because they felt 
like it. And there is no better way to spread spirit than through 
music. 

In ancient times singing Christmas songs was called “Was¬ 
sailing.” Groups of singers, mainly children, went from house 
to house to sing and be rewarded. The word ‘wassail’ comes 
from the Anglo Saxon, ‘was hale' which means ‘be thou hale’ 
and expressed a wish for good health. This was given as a 
toast and usually offered with a drink that was made of hot 
ale, apples, sugar and spices. The drink was offered in a deco¬ 
rated wassail bowl that was passed from hand to hand and 
everybody drank from it. The bowl was supposed to stay full 
from Christmas Eve to Twelfth Night in order to ensure con¬ 
tinued good fortune. Wassailing was supposed to bestow fer¬ 
tility on man, beast and plants so even fruit 
trees were toasted and often a favorite apple tree was given a 
cupful of the brew. 

The kids singing in the Co-Op were ‘caroling.’ Originally 
a carol was a dance where people held hands and danced 
around in a circle, singing as they went. This dance was popu¬ 
lar anytime of the year and because the people who watched 
it thought the circle of dancers looked like a coronet or in 
Latin corolla they began to call it a carol. The name 
went from the dance to the song itself and by the 16th cen¬ 
tury the carols were sung only at Christmas so the songs 
dealt only with Christmas. 

For a time Christmas carols were sung only in Church, 
and only by the Bishop and the clergy but carols rapidly be¬ 
came popular with everyone and once again they were heard 
in streets and public places. Carols as we know them now, 
always have a Christmas theme, but the subject is not al¬ 
ways the birth of Jesus. 

Everyone knows that Silent Night was written because 
Father Mohr, the priest in a little Austrian village discovered 
that mice had eaten the leather bellows from the organ and 
he had no proper music for his 1818 Christmas midnight 
Mass. He had a little poem that he had written and he took it 
to his schoolmaster friend Franz Gruber who, like Father 
Mohr, played the guitar. That same night the two men ac¬ 
companying themselves on guitars sang the carol that has 
become a favorite all over the World. 

Good King Wenceslas was a 10th century Bohemian Prince 
who is supposed to have been very kind. He was killed in 
929AD so that his brother could take over the Kingdom. The 
story about his taking bread and fuel to the poor may or may 
not be true and the tune that John Mason Neale set it to is 
from a 13th century spring dance. 

Christmas Trees originated in Germany and so did O 
Tannenbaum. Ernst Anschutz an elderly teacher in Leipzig 
had fought with the headmaster of his school. On his way 
home he saw Christmas trees for sale and while he was think¬ 
ing about how they keep green even in the worst winter, he 
was able to calm himself and become less agitated. This in¬ 
spired him to convert a folksong about Christmas trees to O 
Tannenbaum. The tune is from a 12th century Latin drink¬ 
ing song. 

On Christmas eve in 1865 Phillip Brooks attended a church 
service in Bethlehem. By 1868 he was minister of Holy Trin¬ 
ity in Philadelphia and when the children of the Church School 
needed a Christmas song he wrote Oh Little Town of Bethle¬ 
hem in one evening. 

Oh Holy Night is French by birth. Oh Come All Ye Faith¬ 
ful was once called the Portuguese Hymn. God Rest Ye Merry 
Gentlemen is of course English and We Three Kings is Ameri¬ 
can. 

Whatever the origin, whatever the original tune try to sing 
some carols with your kids this Christmas. The old ones are 
best and every child should learn as many as possible but in 
a pinch, and to get you started. Rudolph the Red Nosed Rein¬ 
deer is acceptable, White Christmas is considered a classic 
and if you really must, you can even go for Frosty the Snow¬ 
man.

Wind energy is captured 
when the blades of a large 
wind mill turn and operate a 
generator which produces 
electricity to feed into the elec¬ 
tricity grid.

power. Here again is an op¬ 
portunity for government to 
level the playing field based 
on clean operation now and 
no later clean-ups. 

Governments, companies, 
organizations and individu¬ 
als may unilaterally decide 
to buy a percentage of their 
electricity from green 
sources. The federal govern¬ 
ment has committed to 20% 
and Calgary's LRT runs 
green. 

The most exciting technol¬ 
ogy for clean power may lie 
in fuel cells. These devices 
convert the chemical energy 
of hydrogen into electricity 
in a non-combustive process. 
They can power everything 
from a cell phone to build¬ 
ings and vehicles. The Na¬ 
tional Research Council of 
Canada, with $20 million of 
federal support is working 
with its Innovation Centre in 
Vancouver to support this 
initiative. It is estimated 
that by 2011 world sales in 
fuel cells will reach US $46 
billion. 

Canada is fortunate to 
have one of the world's lead¬ 
ing producers of fuel cells in 
Ballard Power Systems of 
Burnaby, B.C. The company 
has 600 employees in Canada 


and offices on three conti¬ 
nents. Ballard was recently 
chosen by Mercedes to supply 
fuel cell engines for its 30 
Citaro demonstration buses in 
Europe and is in consultation 
with Ford to design a system 
for automobiles. 

Probably the least known 
source of clean energy is the 
ground source heat pump or 
geo exchange. Using the 
earth's relatively constant tem¬ 
perature of 12°C - 15°C and a 
series of underground pipes 
filled with a liquid solution, 
buildings can be heated in win¬ 
ter and cooled in summer. 
Earth Energy Utility Corp, a 
leading proponent, is 
headquartered in Switzerland 
with North American head¬ 
quarters in Burlington, Ont. 

We are making progress in 
developing and using clean 
power, but ever so slowly. Cer¬ 
tain corporations such as 
British Petroleum, Dupont 
Canada Inc., Hudson Bay Min¬ 
ing and Smelting and Chevron 
Canada Ltd., are already 
reaching goals they set for 
energy savings. 

Governments could and 
should be exhibiting leader¬ 
ship but unless you and I make 
our concerns known to our 
representatives, probably little 
will change.

QUESTION: If you were a parent and knew that your 
son or daughter was thinking about engaging in sexual 
intercourse, wouldn’t you talk to them about condom us¬ 
age? If our kids are going to have sex anyway, shouldn’t 
we make sure they are properly protected? 

DR. DOBSON: I would not, because that approach has 
unintended consequences. By recommending condom us¬ 
age to teenagers we inevitably convey five dangerous ideas: 
(1) that “safe sex” is achievable; (2) that everybody is do¬ 
ing it; (3) that responsible adults expect them to do it; (4) 
that it’s a good thing; and (5) that their peers know they 
know these things, breeding promiscuity. Those are very 
destructive messages to give our kids. Furthermore, 
Planned Parenthood’s own data shows that the No. 1 rea¬ 
son teenagers engage in intercourse is peer pressure! There¬ 
fore, anything we do to imply that “everybody is doing it” 
results in more — not fewer — teens who give the game a 
try. What I’m saying is that our condom distribution pro¬ 
grams do not reduce the number of kids exposed to the 
disease — they radically increase it! And consider this: 
Research indicates that where disease prevention is con¬ 
cerned, the failure rate of condoms is incredibly high, per¬ 
haps 50 percent or greater. 

Condoms also fail to protect against some STDs which 
are transmitted from areas not covered (the base of the 
male genitalia, for example). After 25 years of teaching safe- 
sex ideology, and more than 2 billion federal dollars in¬ 
vested in selling this notion, we have a medical disaster on 
our hands. 

More than 500,000 cases of herpes occur annually, and 
the number of reported cases of chlamydia has risen 281 
percent since 1987. Forty-six percent of chlamydia cases 
occur in teenage girls ages 15 to 19. In addition, there are 
now over 24 million cases of HPV (human papilloma vi¬ 
rus) in the United States, with a higher prevalence among 
teens. Having acknowledged these problems, why in the 
world would I recommend this so-called “solution” to my 
son or daughter? Look at it this way. Suppose my kids 
were skydivers whose parachutes had been demonstrated 
to fail 50 percent of the time. Would I suggest that they 
simply buckle the chutes tighter? Certainly not. I would 
say, “Please don’t jump. Your life is at stake!” How could 
I, as a loving father, do less? I should add that, despite the 
popular myth to the contrary, teens can understand, ac¬ 
cept and implement the abstinence message. It’s not true 
that young people are sexual robots, hopelessly incapable 
of controlling their own behavior. As a matter of fact, al¬ 
most 50 percent of all high school students are virgins to¬ 
day, even though hardly anybody has told them it is a good 
thing. These kids desperately need to be affirmed in their 
decision and held up as positive examples for others. None 
of this will be accomplished by pushing condoms. 

QUESTION: I read in the paper the other day that a 
14-year-old boy shot a woman in the face for no reason at 
all. Things like that are happening all around us. When I 
was a kid I wouldn’t even have sassed a teacher, much less 
assaulted one. Today the level of violence among the young 
is like nothing I’ve ever seen! Please comment on this. 

DR. DOBSON: Y ou are right, an epidemic of violence 
is occurring among the young that is expected to actually 
worsen in the next few years. During a recent meeting of 
Prison Fellowship workers in our city, a group of hardened 
former criminals said the kids growing up today scare them 
because they have no consciences. They can kill without a 
hint of remorse. It is true. In Seattle a few years ago, two 
boys, 12 and 13, beat to death a person coming out of a 
convenience store. There was no motive except a desire to 
brutalize someone — anyone — with a baseball bat. In Vir¬ 
ginia, a 14-year-old shot the driver of a nearby car six times 
in the face. Why? “Because he looked at me,” the boy said. 
In 1995 a family made a wrong turn down a street in Los 
Angeles and was subjected to a hail of gunfire which killed 
their little girl. Gang members poured bullets into the car 
for the sheer fun of it. And finally, who can forget the 5- 
year old Chicago boy who was pushed from an upper story 
window and fell to his death. His killers were 10 and 11 
years old. This kind of random violence is more common 
among children and adolescents today than ever before in 
our history.
